HIGHER TAX FOR HUSBANDS

fice. 

Professor Joseph French Johnson of 
New York University, a professed 
liever in the Malthusian theory, said a 
married. man should bear as heavy a 
tax as a single man and that ne did 
not believe it a good thing to encourage 
matrimony by. lowering. taxation 

In ar ung for a listing apatenh Mr. 
Holcomb said: 

“Tf the people know that a tax is 
likely to be placed on their incomes 
there will be great opposition to it, 
but if we go along the line of least re- 
sistance a man will pay taxes on his prop- 
erty. It is absurd to think that a tax can 
be devised that will bea pleasure to the 
people. The listing .system is. the head 
nd foot of-all forms of taxation.

Personalty Tax a Failure. 

“But the listing system is not the line 
of least resistance, but of most resist- 
ance,” said Chairman Mills. ‘It is 
known that the personal property tax 
is a failure because of the much op- 
posed and almost always evaded listin 
of property and because it does no 
seem that a tax on intangible property 
would raise the necessary revenue.’

| London. Military Critic Thtshe

Only Half-as Many.

LONDON, Thursday, Ott. 21.—The 
‘Times. military. correspondent, discuss- 
ing, the Serbian -situation, says this 
morning: . 

“The Austro-Germans have shown 
some thirteen divisions and probably 
have sixteen, (820,000 men). The Bul- 
garian army now has sixteen divisions 
including the Macedonians, and the Bul- 
garian division, numbering 24,000 men, 
is an army corps in all but name. How 
many divisions have been left'to watch 
Greece and Rumania and the coasts we 
cannot at present tell, but from the 
wide front on which the Bulgarians are 
operating we should judge that not 
less than twelve divisions (288,000 men) 
in three armies are acting against 
Serbia. : : 

“Our little ally, grievously hurt by the 
loss of 150,000, men in the present war 
and by the ravages of disease, which 
swept away 50,000 more, has probably 
not more than 200,000 men all told, if 
so many. The enemy has a superior- 
ity of two to one at least, and it may 
be greater if the Turks ‘are lending a 
hand in the campaign. 

“The situation is not desperate unless 
the main Serbian Army should be de- 
feated, but it is of course most serious, 
and the Serbians are defending them- 
selves in circumstances of the greatest 
disadvantage.

BIG GUNS FOR NEW SHIPS. 


Navy Considering the 16-Inch Type 
for Dreadnoughts of Future. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—From a high 
naval-géurce it was learned today that 
the department wasconsidering the ad- 
visability of mounting 16-inch. guns on 
the next group of dreadnought battle~- 
ships to be authorized by Congress. 
The ordnance experts of the navy have 
designed and built a model naval gun 
of 16 inchés bore. The diameter of this 
weapon is two inches greater than that 
of any gun now mounted in the navy, 
and an inch greater than the latest guns 
which have been mounted on some of 
the more recent bhips of the British 
Navy, including the Queen Elizabeth. 

Whether the new gun will be used on 
the dreadnoughts will depend first on 
the General Board, of. which Admiral 
Dewey. is President. 

The army has decided—the determina- 
tion having been reached last. Summer— 
to mount ‘nothing but,16-inch guns in 
coast defenses in the future, that is, 
nothing but 16-inch guns for direct 
firing, in addition to the mortars and 
howitzers for high-angle firing.

t might not be thought wise to intro- 
tie 6-inch giins into the armament of 
dreadnoughts.’ The battle ra “rv today 
is from 6,000 to 8,000 yards, and the 14- 
inch, gun is considered in about as ef- 
fective at these ranges as the 16-inch, 
while more of the 14-inch guns can be 
mounted. The latest American dread- 
noughts are each to mount twelve of the 
14-inch guns. Not more than eight-of 
the 16-inch guns can be placed on a 
dreadnought, -on account of increasing 
the ship's displacement.

“ The Government ‘has invested many 
millions of dollars in navy yards," said 
the Secretary, ‘‘ and unless. this invest-* 
ment is utilized for new construction 
much of. it is. wasted. If the Govern- 
ment is prepared ‘to construct~. naval 
craft, private shipbuilding ‘companies 
desiring wo aggecenn must compete -'with 
Government y: is: tends to se- 
cure competitive “prices and . prevent 
combinations . between private corpora- 
tions to charge higher prices than con- 
ditions justify. 

‘Not only must the. yards. be able to 
build ships, but naval. establishments 
should be ‘equipped -to manufacture a 
portion of all munitions of war.” 

In this connection Mr. Daniels: 
out that the Government paid cents 
@ pound to a private manufacturer a 
few years ago for making powder, but 
the navy now was ing it at a cost 
of about 25 cents a.pound. Torpedoes’ 
and mines, he gaid,.also were bel 
manufactured by the navy at a grea 
saving of money. 

“* These cases could be multiplied, " he 
added. ‘Do not understand me to ad- 
vocate any monopoly by the Govern- 
ment in the manufacture of munitions. 
There are many things wecan buy from 
private manufactures at a reasonable 
price. The -navy, however, should Le 
free to make a large part of its own 
munitions if. private concerns charge 
excessive prices, as haS sometimes bcen 
the case when the Government is shut 
up to buy from only two or three man- 
ufacturers.

Mayor Mitchel was present with the 
members of the sub-committee when the 
law department was 
taken up. . Director Tirrell of the Bu- 
reau of Standards. explained to City 
Chamberlain Bruere, Acting Chairman 
of the sub-committee, that the Corpo- 
ration Counsel had agreed to-all the rec- 
ommendations made by the examiners. 
Mr. Hardy, who has been in office less

This is an unusual example of his au- 
his general signature being 
“ Henry R.”’ A document signed by 
Edward IV. of England, dated April 
26, 1468, and relating to Richard Beau- 
champ, Bishop of Salisbury, - brought 
$115.

A 
quittance delivered by Edward III. to 
hig son-in-law, John, Duke of Brittany, 
sold for $41. 

A letter signed by Queen Elizabeth, 
written in French, in May, 1594, and 
addressed to the Duke of Wirtemberg, 
went to Mr. Smith for $112.50.

SEARCH SEAS FOR ECLIPSE 


No Trace of Craft in Which Six Ee- 
caped—Navy Instructed to” 
Keep Sharp Watch.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20,—Secretary of 
State Lansing and Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, the Acting Secretary of the Navy, 
conferred informally this afternoon re~ 
garding the disappearance of six .war- 
rant officers of the Kronprinz Wil- 
helm'and two officers of the Prinz \Hitel 
Friedrich, auxiliary cruisers of the Ger- 
man. Navy now interned at the Norfolk 
Navy Yard, 

After the conference Mr. Roosevelt 
sent to the State. Department an official 
report’ giving the circumstances of the 
disappearance of the eight officers. This 
brought the matter to the official atten- 
tion of Secretary Lansing, who is now 
considering the case from every angle 
and determining the action to be taken 
by the Government. 

The indications are that the State De- 
partment will call the matter to the at- 
tention of the German Government for 
its information, with a request that if 
the officers return to German juris- 
diction they be returned to the Norfolk 
Navy Yard. In calling the matter to the 
German -Government’s attention it is 
probable that a summary of the Navy 
Department’s report will be sent to 
Ambassador Crere. for deliyery to the 

erman Government 
“Ween the. Kronprinz Wilhelm and the 
Prinz Fitel Friedrich were interned the 
commanders of these vessels, under- 
standing the laws and customs govern- 
ing internment of belligerents in‘ neutral 
ports, gave assurances that none of the 
officers or enlisted men of either vessel 
would be permitted to leave their ships 
except with the consent of the United 
States-Government. This consent was 
to be: obtained from. Rear Admiral 
Beatty, the Commandant of the Norfolk 
Navy Yard. 

From time to time officers and en- 
listed men have been permitted to leave 
the interned warships. In each instance 

their names were given by the German 
commanding officers to the authorities 
at the Norfolk Navy Yard and permis- 
sion was obtained for the men toi leave, 
with the-understanding ‘that they would 
return to their respective ships by 
specified dates. - 

The .six warrant officers who left in 
the sloop Eclipse and.now are missing 
were scheduled to’ return to Norfotk on 
Oct. 11. ‘he two officers who are miss- 
ing from the Ejtel Friedrich were sched- 
uled to return to their ship on Oct. 17. 
On Oct..14 strict orders were sent from 
Washington to Rear Admira] Beatty to 
permit no more officers or men of either 
of the interned vessels to have leaves 
of absence. This order was not issued 
until after the two men who are missing 
trom the #itel Friedrich had disap- 
peared. It was learned today that these 
two men obtained their leaves of ab- 
sence and were permitted to leave before 
the six missing men of the -Kronprinz 
Wilhelm were due to return. Conse- 
quently the leaves of absence were not 
in violation of the order. 

It was_also learned to day that Dr. 
Kruger Kroneck and’ Lieutenant Koch 
were seen in Norfolk and Newport News 
on Sunday, Oct. 17, the day they were 
due to return to their ship. When they 
returned to. Norfolk, it is understood, 
they heard of the order which permits no 
more leaves of absence and they re- 
frained from going: back to’their ship: 

Captain Thierichens, commander of the 
Prinz Eitel Friedrich has expressed to 
Rear Admiral Beatty his regret over the 
disappearance of*the men from his ves- 
sel. He has indicated that he has no 
sympathy with their failure to return. 

Instructions have been sent to all naval 
vessels and_other Government vessels in 
the Atlantic Ocean and Gulf of Mexico 
to be on the lookout for the sloop Eclipse 
and the six missing officers from. the 
Kronprinz Wilhelm. . Since their, depart- 
ure the Government has had no authen- 
tic information concerning them. There 
was an unconfirmed report that theq 
had been seen near Sparrow’s Point, at 
the entrance to the Patapsco River, near 
the Chesapeake Bay, and also that they 
had been seen off Hatteras. This infor- 
mation was sent by Rear Admiral Beatty 
but has not been confirmed.: A press re- 
port indicated that a sloop resemblin 
the Eclipse was seen along the Brazi 
coast. t was pointed -out at the Navy 
Department today that since the Eclipse 
was capable of making only seven knots 
an hour the missing men could not have 
reached the Brazilian coast by this time. 

The missing men were not prisoners of 
war. The vessels were interned pare 
as an act of hospitality to a friendly 
nation, but mainly because international 
law does not permit belligerent. vessels 
to.make neutral ports a base of opera- 
tions. Under international law both 
these warships and their men must re- 
main intended and refrain from partici-

’ THE MONEY MARKET. 

The sequel to the floating of the 

Anglo-French loan is more surprising 
than the fact itself. London in its 
prime could not have been more im- 
perturbable than New York in its 
failure to reflect the largest transaic- 
tion of the sort in financial history. 
The newspapers reported unprece- 
dented figures as part of the current 
news, but the money market was un- 
ruffled and the commentators ‘have 
been silent. Instead of being baled 
out of funds this market continues 
to accumulate them. There is an- 
nounced the receipt of $25,000,000 
more of British gold, and a like 
amount is expected today. That 
makes an addition this year of $300,- 
000,000 in gold to banking resources, 
‘which are in no need of them. 
’ This accumulation of cash is in ad- 
dition to the growth of domestic 
credits. The Anglo-French commer- 
cial credit is spoken of as huge. In 
fact, it is less than half of the in- 
crease in New York Clearing House 
business since New Year's. This growth 
is the reflection of the Anglo-French 
loan in gmall part only, and the banks 
ere doing their best to make it smaller 
yet. Each of them wishes to realize 
the handsome investment return in 
full and dislikes to pay the usual 2 
per cent. for bank balances for in- 
terior customers, whose funds swell 
the funds here. Since August, at the 
period when it has been customary 
for the country banks to ask accom- 
modation t0 move the crops, they 
have sent here $130,536,000, and the 
movement before August was of the 
same sort. To ‘complete the picture 
it is. necessary to recall our huge ex- 
cess of exports over imports of mer- 
chandise at the rate of more than a 
billion a year. England has long sur- 
passed this country in volume of for- 
eign trade, but seldom, if ever, has it 
had such credits on movement of 
goods as now are due us. The best 
trade is that which. approximately 
balances itself and requires small loss 
of liquid banking funds. Traders who 
take too much of a customer’s cash 
are in a way to discourage further 
purchases. In fact, we have seen 
that our exports would stop if we did 
not give commercial credits in the 
manner of the Anglo-French loan. 

Today the Bank of England is bor- 
rowing money from the open market 
in a futile effort to correct the ex- 
changes, the key to which lies no 
longer there. - The ‘world’s money 
market is where the world’s business 
is done, and that is here. Only the 
money acceptable here is world 
money. The funds which congest the 
London money market, although in 
less degree: than Berlin,. are of the 
sort to which we were accustomed 
when we were flooded with paper 
issued illimitably when business was 
declining, and needed no such facil- 
ities of exchange. What London needs 
is what it is parting with * valiantly at

We are passing from security 
banking to commercial banking, and 
the beginnings of excesses upon the 
security market are discouraged by 
bankers who once would not have 
known what to do with their idle 
credits. The same bankers who now 


‘are discouraging a merely speculative 


use of the. funds in their care are 
seeking to turn them to,manufactures 
and trade, under the leadership ‘of 
the Federal Reserve Board and the 
Federal Trade Commission. The Fed- 
eral banking system is for the little 
man, the trader or manufacturer who 
has been accustomed to hundreds of 
personal credit where he might have 
thousands of commercial credit if he 
kept accounts to show: his solvency. 
Our banks formerly did business too |. 
much on securities. That, with an in« 
elastic currency which refused to con- 
tract, was the root of our alternate 
orgies and collapses. We now face 
the singular. experience. of. credits 
which fail to be absorbed, and of re- 
straint in speculation ‘in. face of the 
war’s great incentives. If the bank- 
ers will keep the funds out of Wall 
Street, and if traders will only take 
the funds which the Federal system 
is pressing upon them, we are likely 
to see a commercial stimulation which 
would stimulate Wall Street better 
than unlimited credit. A trade re- 
vival is the best corrective \to specu- 
lative excesses. If a time of expan- 
sion lies ahead, still further ahead lies 
the means of contraction without 
panic and collapse. Our bankers are 
keeping their heads, and our business 
men are almost too calm. It would 
be almost too much to hope that 
the lawmakers and prosecutors also 
should take a course of sanity and 
safety. Then, indeed, there would be 
an outlook needing no gilding because 
pure gold.

A GERMAN INTERVIEW. 

“Then why- keep up this. senseless 
slaughter of humans?” -asks Max- 
IMILIAN HARDEN, the brilliant, some- 
time inspired German journalist, in 
an interview with the Berlin corre- 
spondent of The New York World. 
All must see that the Central Powers 


have not been crushed, that the situa- 


tion of their enemiés was never more 
discouraging than is now the case, 
that events political and- military 
portend the beginning of’ the end. 
Why, then, go on with the killing? 
The editor of Die Zukunft asks the 
correspondent. 
no indications of peace? Why will 
not Russia, France, Italy, and Eng- 
land realize that they are defeated? 
The questions are self-serving. The 
answer is forthcoming. England is 
the obstacle. She is not ready to talk 
peace, and peace depends wholly upon 
England. Having failed to defeat 
Germany in the field, she wants to 
drag the war out interminably, hop- 
ing to wear Germany down econom- 
ically until she shall be willing to ac- 
cept better. terms. In the meantime, 
HARDEN insists, for England’s ob- 
stinacy Europe is “ bleeding to death.” 

Yet there is hope. One man in Eng- 
Jand is of a peace-loving nature, has 
high ideals, received the gifts of rea- 
son and sense, and doubtless knows 
what the situation is. He is Sir 
Epwarp Grey, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, who is belieyed in Germany 
to have said to the German Ambas- 
sador that England, by entering the 
war, might ultimately be in a position 
to do more for Germany and for peace 
than if she kept out of it.” “I am 
inclined to think,” says MAXIMILIAN 
HARDEN, “that he [Gry] sees the 
“utter uselessness of letting Europe 
“bleed itself to death, as it is doing.” 

It is the most interesting utterance 
out of Germany for some time, and, if 
inspired, as is possible, it may be also 
the most significant. “The correspond- 
ent added at the end: ‘‘ HARDEN was 
“of the opinion that people. of every 
“country involved—men. who fight 
“and bleed and die, women and chil- 
“dren who at home work and suffer— 
“are praying for peace.” That is to 
say, the people of Germany pray for 
peace, all the more earnestly, perhaps, 
in consideration’ of the fortunes of 
war to date. The aggressor alone can 
afford to stop where'he is. He pos- 
sibly now is at the very pinnacle of 
his achievements. True, as HARDEN 
says, the Central Powers have not 
been crushed. True, also, even as he 
says, Europe is bleeding to death. 
The allied enemy has more blood to 
spare. .That was. probably what the 
editor of Die Zukunft: was thinking 
of and did not say.

The. ‘closing of the’ Chicago’ Senlocin: 
on Sunday seems to\ have been re-) 
ceived without excitement by most, of 
its .citizens. _A State law provides. 
that “ whoever ‘keeps open any tip- 

“ pling house or place where liquor: is. 
“gold or given away upon the first 
“day of the week, commonly called 
Metseiy tala shall be fined not exceeding 
“ $200.” Until this October the tip- 
pling houses of Chicago have heen 
open under a city ordinance. Mayor. 
Witt1amM Hartz TxHompPson, ‘having 
discovered that the statute in ques- 
tion has been on the books for some 
seventy years, that the Chicago tip- 
pling houses are not closed to Sun- 
day’ tipplers, and that: Chicago is in 
Illinois, issued an executive order 
directing that’ the law be enforced, 
and enforced it has been, to the 
Satisfaction of a large: part of the 
community, the amazement and envy 
of cities less virtuous and law-abiding. 
Whether Chicago will not backslide 
from its present~ moral elevation, is 
another matter; but nothing can take 
from her the distinction, the very 
rare distinction, of, carrying out the 
provisions of a law offensive to local 
habits and that treads on many toes. 
In New York, such a task is regarded 
as hopeless, is only sporadically un- 
dertaken, and is assumed to be be- 
yond the energies of the police. 
Whatever views, rigid or tolerant, 
men may hold of sumptuary legisla- 
tion, whatever concessions some of 
them may be willing to make to ele- 
ments of the population whose prac-. 
tice in respect to the use of strong 
or mild drink is different from theirs, 
the habitual disregard of law by a 
great city is a sorry spectacle. _No 
matter what we may think of “ Puri- 
tanical’”’ laws, a good citizen should 
be willing to put up with more than 
a slight inconvenience for the sake 
of upholding the law. Chicago de- 
serves to think well of herself; and 
even if her conversion should not be 
durable, only hardened sinners. will 
gibe her. 

Yet, as in most things mortal, the 
bitter goes with the sweet. WiLL1aM 
HALE THOMPSON is one of the prac- 
tice squad of Republican candidates 
for the Presidential nomination in 
1916. New and strange to the East, 
he appeals to the hospitality of every 
unprejudiced or uncommitted Repub- 
lican mind. ‘Will it be believed that 
the friends of illicit, thirst have pub- 
lished facsimile prints of d¢értain 
promises said to have been made by 
him in March? For instance:

be. expected, partly. because of ‘the pe- 
culiar and -interesting  sensitiveness 
shown by the Germans whenever they 
are themselves. the victinis of “‘ irregu- 
lar ’’ conduct,-and partly because few 
of us doubt the tendency of Russia’s 
wild horsemen to ignore the amenities 
of military conduct. What is surprising 
is that an official Russian. report should, 
at least fn seeming, admit a slaughter 
by Russian troops of captured German 
soldiers. 

Such a’ report did that yesterday; or 
almost did it, for after describing the 
taking, in the Styr River region, of 700 
men and twenty-eight officers of. the 
First _Kronprinz Grenadier Regiment, 
the account went on to say that: ‘‘ owing 
to the exasperation caused among our 
men by an. almost general use of ex- 
plosive bulléts by the Germans, a large 
number of men from the above regi- 
ment were bayoneted.”’ . This is not 
quite the same .thing as saying that 
the bayoneting took place after sur- 
render had been formally made and 
formally accepted. , It might be in- 
terpreted as meaning that the killing 
was done as the last act of ‘a triumphant 
rush on the enemy, and in refusal to 
recognize surrender rather than in vio- 
lation: of the, claims to mercy which 
its acceptance is supposed to create for 
civilized conquerors. To give that sig- 
nificance to the words, however, puts 
charity under severe strain—more se- 
vere, indeed, than it can bear quite 
safely. 

The fact of the bayoneting of men in 
one way or another helpless, and’as an 
act of reprisal, remains on either theory 
of the grisly episode, and the best that 
can be said for it, perhaps, is that the 
military authorities at Petrograd, who 
know very well the need to make the 
world believe, if they can, in the thor- 
oughness of Ruasia’s. civilization,. did 
not see harm or danger in telling about 
what happened to the German 
Grenadiers.

The geological formation of the towering 
hills at Culebra is quite common in gil the 
foothills in the mountain range near the 
Pacific Coast. : Having devoted some time in 
explorations and mining in the locality men- 
tioned, numerous examples of sliding hills’ 
have been met “with where large areas. on 
slopes have slid down after a downfall of 
rain. _At Buenaventura, south of. Panama, 
there is a tradition among the inhabitants 
that a landslide took’ place years ago at a 
place which is now quite level; a high hill ex- 
isted which gradually slid into the sea. While 
mining somewhat further south our plant dis- 
appeared during the night’ and was engulfed 
by a landslide on the slopes of a hill of a 
considerable area. “This occurred after a 
heavy. rain. Later we reached the ore bed 
by means of a tunnel. We advanced some 
distance into the hill. Whole trees were 
found imbedded therein reduced to carbon 
by the immense pressure and heat. This 
material we used in our forges in place of 
charcoal. The occurrence of whole. trees 
imbedded « long distance in under this hfll 
was evidence of other slides having taken 
place at remote periods. 

The unknown. prehistoric people left un- 
mistakable evidence of their mining opera-_ 
tions in this locality. This led to examina- 
tions of extensive workings and their 
methods. Parallel ditches were found placed 
on terraces raised one above the other on 
the slope from top to bottom. . The rain was, 
conducted away and probably utilized.

Decisions Rendered on Textiles, 
Metals, Hose, and Beads. 

* J. M. Bostwick & Bons, Chicago, lost 
yesterday before the Board of General 
Appraisers in a protest against the Col- 
lector’s action in taking 60 per cent. ad 
valorem duty on goods returned by the 
Appraiser as ‘ cotton nets.”
